Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior art teaches a bone sheet comprising the 
presence of a cortical layer and the presence of another layer. The reference has the same properties as instantly claimed since this 
other layer can be a cancellous layer. Furthermore, the criticality of the cancellous layer has not been established because the prior art 
suggests a bone-derived implant that is load bearing. 
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
